LEE IN TRIUMPH 

As we approach another birthday of 
perhaps the most famous Confederate, 
Robert Edward Lee, we should reflect 
upon the way he lived his life, and 
the effect he had upon others. Col. 
Marshall recorded the reaction of his 
troops at the victory of Chancellors- 

ville : 

"The fierce soldiers, with their 
faces blackened with the smoke of 
battle, the wounded, crawling with 
feeble limbs from the fury of the... 
flames, all seemed possessed with a 
common impulse. One long, unbroken 
cheer, in which the feeble cry of 
those who lay helpless on the earth 
blended with the strong voices of 
those who still fought, rose high a- 
bove the roar of battle and hailed 
the victorious chief. 

He sat in the full realization of 
all that soldiers dream of— triumph; 
and as I looked on him in the com- 
plete fruition which his genius, cour- 
age and confidence in his army had 
won, I thought that it must have been 
from some such scene that men in an- 
cient days ascended to the dignity of 
gods."

tears traced down his cheeks . . . . "
